WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Ignor- 
ing the State Department’s order of 
deportation, Secretary of Labor 
Wilson today granted Lord Mayor 
O’Callaghan of Cork, who arrived 
in Newport News last week without 
a passport, permission to land as a 
seaman. 


According to the ruling of the 
Secretary of Labor, the Lord Mayor 
is permitted to land ‘“‘for the pur- 
pose of reshipping on board any

or place, unless the Secretary of 
State directs that he be kept on his 
vessel.”

Mabel Browning, 10 years old, after 
spending six years in Barnes Hos- 
pital, where she underwent treat- 
ment to cure an obstruction of the 
esophagus, is back home with her fa- 
ther, Willis Browning of Freeburg, 


Ill Although she is_ stunted in 
growth and subnormal mentally, she 
has been cured of the affliction which 
| on numerous occasions threatened 
| her life, and will in a short time, it 
is believed, overcome her defects and 
/reach the standard of average chil- 
dren of her age. 

Eight years ago Mabel, who was 
| then 2 years and 3 months old, swal- 

lowed concentrated lye which burned 

her throat so severely that the tube 
through which her food was carried 
'from the pharynx to the stomach 
| collapsed. She was then living with 
her parents in -Belleville. 

One day her mother, while scrub- 
bing the kitchen floor, placed an 
empty can which had contained lye 
alongside of a bucket of drinking 
| water on the cabinet. Mabel was 
playing on the floor. A neighbor 
called over the back fence to Mrs. 
|Browning and the latter went into 
|the yard. In the mother’s absence 
| Mabel climbed upon a chair to get 
a drink of water and used the lye 
can as acup. There was a coating 
ot lye in the can and it was absorbed 
vy the water which the child drank.

VIDENCE upon which Capt. David A. Henkes was convicted 
by a court martial of disloyalty, and sentenced to dishonorable 
dismissal from the army and to 25 years’ imprisonment at bard 
labor, consisted of three letters which he wrote, tendering his resig- 
nation from the army, shortly after this country declared war on 
These letters, together, with the text of the service oath 
which he had taken, constituted the entire case against him. 


that it is to the manifest in- 
terest of the Government that 
my service as a commissioned 
officer of the army be ter- 
minated by the acceptance of 
said resignation. 

4. I sincerely regret to feel 
called upon to avoid the usual 
methods of communication. 
The subject and emergency 
appears to admit of no alter- 
native, and I trust my efforts 
may be parduned.

The second letter, dated June 
29, repeated the statements 
made in the first, and contained 
this additional statement: “—- 
trust that my request may not 
be construed as disloyalty to my 
country, or that the same is in- 
spired by a consideration of per- 
sonal safety.

S the first year of national prohibition 
exces tonight, Prohibition Commissioner 

Kramer declared the American people were 
rapidly recovering from their “hang-over.” He 
believes they have begun to taper off their liquor 
drinking. 

Although liquor, some of it good, but much of 
it bad, still is obtainable in large quantities, the 
head of the prohibition enforcement corps be- 
lieves the first year’s work has brought a large 
measure of success. He had expected it to be 
hardest both for the law-enforeing staff and 
‘those who were deprived of their beverages. 

In the future, the Commissioner said, enforce- 
ment of the law should become increasingly 
easier, while those who used to put a foot on 
the brass rail should gradually become reconciled 
to the saloonless era. 


Says Law Enforcers Can See 
Decided Change for the Better 


“In our first year,” said Mr. Kramer, “we have 
seen the private stocks absorbed like lakes in 
the desert. We have raided and prosecuted. We 
believe we have made life unpleasant for on 
bootlegger and other traffickers in whisky. 
has been a difficult and sometimes dangerous An 
yet those of us who have been on the job itself 
can see changgs for the better.” 

But there remains much to do, the Commis- 
sioner declared. He told of whisky “rings” and 
combinations and of how the bureau had gath- 
ered evidence indicating a rebirth of the business 
| of bootlegging in some places. On the other 
hand, however, Mr. Kramer is convinced that 
there is an increasing sentiment favorable to 
| prohibition which eveltually will compel many 
bootleggers to “give up.” : 

Records of the prohibition bureau show that 
fewer dealers are seeking permits to engage le- 
| gitimately in the business of handling liquor next 
year. Many of them, Mr. Kramer said, knew in 
advance they would be refused ‘because they had 
“taken a chance” with the law. There were more 
| than 70,000 of the permits in existence in the past 
year, but there will be perhaps not more than 
half as many next year. The bureau has been 
busy culling out the “undesirables’’ for several 
months and the new list will be held to the strict- 
est minimum, the Commissioner declared. 


43,000,000 Gallons Withdrawn From 
Warehouses During the First Year 


During the first 10 months of constiutional 
prohibition, 35,569,000 gallons of distilled spirits 
were withdrawn, tax paid, from bonded ware- 
houses. On this basis, it was officially estimat- 
ed that withdrawals for the year ending tonight 
would exceed 43,000,000 gallons. 

Such withdrawals are permitted for nonbev- 
erage purposes and prohibition officials are un- 
able to check directly on the amount which final- 
ly is diverted to beverage use. Mr. Kramer sald, 
however, that large quantities are thus consumed 
and it is one of the problems of the bureau to 
restrain this transfer. 

Internal revenue records show that for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, the last full year 
before prohibition, withdrawals for all purposes 
aggregated 81,600,000 gallons. The records also 
show that withdrawals for nonbeverage uses dur- 
ing the months of that year averaged only about 
one-fourth of the amount taken out of bonded 
storage for drinking purposes. 

One of the principal problems encountered in 
the enforcement work, Mr. Kramer said, is the 
variation in the points of view of Federal attor- 
neys and courts. It has been difficult to obtain

interpretations of the law that are similar, he 
continued, while the infliction of penalties like- 
wise has varied. United States attorneys have 
differed as to the powers and duties of agents, 
and where there has not been a majority of citi- 
zens favoring prohibition, Federal courts have 
dealt lightly with offenders. 

Kramer believes, however, that the second year 
will show tmprovement in this connection also. 
He said uniform planus of court procedure were 
certain to come, and that as a result prosecutions 
would be better handled. 

Enforcement officials have struck a snag and 
continually are confronted with problems con- 
cerning the manufacture and sale of industrial 
alcohol. It has been a source of daily trouble for 
the agents, the Commissioner declared. Rules 
and regulations governing its production and 
handling have been promulgated from time to 
time, but in every instance, according to the 
bureau head, there comes a new flood of com- 
plaints. These always require a new determina- 
tion of what is or what is not product that can 
be used as a beverage. 

“The bureau fully comprehends the importance 
of industrial alcohol,” Kramer asserted. “It does 
not desire to hamper or hinder its legitimate use, 
but there are so many persons who will drink ; 
any concoction that has a ‘kick’ that we just 
have to be -strict.”’

“Kick” Must Be Taken Out 
of All Patent Medicines. 


Kramer said many manufacturers of patent 
medicines refuse to believe their product has 
become a popular prohibition beverage. They at- 
tribute the increase in sales to an awakening of 
the people to the formulas’ medicinal value. 

“But we know differently here,” the Commis- 
sioner declared. “The alcohol and not the med- 
ical potion confained in those bottles is the 
reason for their popularity. So the ‘kick’ must 
be taken out of such preparations or they must 
be medicated a point where the taste will not be 
pleasant.” 

“Our men have compelled manufacturers of 
some such medicines to correct their products 
already anf the others will be taken care of as 
fast as we can get to them.” 

The consumption of patent medicines with a 
“kick” in them, however, has convinced enforce- 
ment officials, Kramer said, that the drinking | 
done now is simply the satisfaction of 
“hang-over” appetite.

1920. “Many other arrests were made, but 
prosecutions did not result and the de- 
fendants were discharged. 
* During the year warrants were issued 
in about 750 cases and about half of this 
‘number hdve found their way into the 
Federal court. There have been approxi- 
mtely 150 cases disposed of, the Govern- 
ment deriving $38,420 from ‘fines and 
court costs assessed against the defend- 
ants as penalties, 

Six-hundred eases still are pending, 
some on the docket of the District court 
and others, not yet presented to the 
court, in the office of Special Assistant 
Attorney-General Vance J. Higgs. A 
majority of the cases already before the 
court have been set for trial in March. 

In connection with several arrests 
automobile trucks and pleasure cars have 
been seized. Some of these machines are 
being held by the chief enforcemént offi- 
cer and others have been returned to their 
owners on the giving of bond by them, 
pending the final disposal of the case, 
Thousands of gallons of whisky have been 
confiscated and stored in rooms in the 
basement of the Federal Building.

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OW John L. Etheridge— 
preacher, forger, ex-con- 
vict, financier and finally 
wrecker of one of the 
largest bond houses in 
the Pacific Northwest 
triumphantly refuted the 
assertion, “They never come back,”’ and 
having “come back,” proved that he 
could not stand prosperity, is the sen- 
sation of the hour in the Puget Sound 
region. Etheridge is under arrest on a charge of 
wrecking the bond house of Morris Bros., Ine., of 
Portiand. Being under arrest is no new experience 
for him. But, after his latest penalty, he fought so 
strenuous and successful an uphill battle that he 
seemed to have overthrown all traditions connected 
with cases of his sort. 

Then, in spite of the fact that he still had the sup- 
port of the woman who had first brought him aid while 
in jail and who had trusted in him enough to marry 
him, he showed that he could not stand the era of 
“flush times” that prevailed during and immediately 
after the war, and plunged so lavishly into a flood 
of expenditures that from $750,000 to $1,000,000 of 
the firm's money is thought to have gone in needless 
extravagance. 

The belief in financial circles of the Northwest is 
that Etheridge did not deliberately take money from 
the business with an intent of dishonesty. His firm 
was not subject to the State banking laws and there 
was no check on his account. 

But the trouble came when, on behalf of the firm, 
he sold $2,066,000 of bonds of Edmonton, Canada. These 
were sold on interim certificates, which are simply a 
contract of the house tw deliver the bonds when the) 
are issued. The certificates had been paid for and an 
official of Edmonton arrived to deliver the bonds. 
it was then found the firm's account was short some- 
thing like $1,000,000 of the amount required to pay for 
the bonds, and Etheridge fled. 

He was arrested on a charge of larceny by bailee and 
the case is now being watched with the greatest inter- 
est in coast financial circles. 

What makes the case unusual is that Faheridge “came 
back” not once, but two or three times. On each oc- 
casion he seemed to profit by his previous downfall. 
And, after his last imprisonment, be made so em- 
phatic a success that he was regarded as one of the 
most successful citizens of his city. His previous 
lessons had appeared to steel him against temptation. 
They did not inoculate him from the dangers of pros- 
perity. 

Born in England, little is known of his career before 
he reached this country in 1903, except that it is said 
he had been educated for the ministry and had left his 
native country under something of a cloud. Just what 
introductions he secured to obtain a congregation are 
not known, but he was able to occupy several pulpits in 
New Jersey, and, in 1905, at Asbury Park, was con- 
victed of forgery and served 18 months in the penitepn- 
tiary at Trenton. 

Exactly what he did upon his discharge is not known, 
but in 1907 he again “went up for a stretch,” this time 
two years, for the same offense. On this occasion he 
met the woman to whom he owed most of his later 
success. She was a welfare worker who visited the 
prison and became interested in the young English- 
man. She married him soon after his release and is 
credited with having done much to keep him on the 
straight and narrow path for some years. 

There can be no question that he labored hard to 
rehabilitate himself. He first went to Chicago and 
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John L. Etheridge of Portland, Oregon, former clergyman, forger 
and ex-convict, was able to resist temptation upon release, 
to disprove statement that “they never come back,” and 
then was unable to refute the older saying about putting a 
beggar on horseback -0- -o- -0- 


opened an accounting agency, but when his prison rec- 
ord became known he was thrown out of business. 
Fred S. Morris, member of a Philadelphia bond house, 
which was a separate institution from the Portland 
concern, gave Etheridge a chance. He worked so 
faithfully that he won the complete confidence of 
Morris. 

Four years ago, Fred Morris transferred Etheridge to 
Portland, where a separate corporation existed under 
the name of Morris Bros., Inc. The office had been 
conducted in rather leisurely fashion and when Ether- 
idge put his entire energy into it, it was galvanized 
into sudden life. In a short time he became so pros- 
perous that, with the aid of his wife, he put $56,000 
into the concern and became its president and chief 
stockholder. The city accepted him as a live-wire ac- 
quisition to its business life.

derwrote the national convention of Kiwanis Clubs 


in Portland and organized and promoted cam- 
paigns for many causes. He was a liberal contributor 
to them all. 


In the meantime, he was becoming known as a vast 
spender—and a spender on an ever-increasing scale. 
His business was conducted with an enormous over- 
head expense. He bought fine homes and expensive 
automobiles and entertained lavishly. 

Just what prompted him to flee when the Edmonton 
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bond crisis arrived is not knowa. 
His credit and standing were such 
that he could have escaped with a 
great amount of money and have 
been gone-for weeks before any in- 
vestigation would have been made 
into his affairs. His firm was sub- 
ject to no check whatever, and there 
had been no audit of its affairs in 
the four years that he was at its 
head. 

Some believe that the continual excitement in which 
he had been living, the pressure to which he had sub- 
jected himself to keep always in the public eye, had 
broken down some of his own resisting powers—that 
he was closer to the verge of a nervous collapse than 
was generally believed, and that his nerve failed him 
when he thought of publicity of a different sort from 
the kind he had been receiving. 

At all events, in spite of urging by his wife, who 
insisted that he stay and face any trouble which 
might arise, he left at night and was canght in Min- 
neapolis. He had a large sum of money in his pos- 
session and the assets of his Portland business revealed 
another large sum. The receiver who was appointed 
for his business, however, announced that the concern 
was so completely wrecked that there was no hope of 
continuing it or meeting--all its obligations. 

Before leaving Portland, Etheridge deeded over to 
Fred S. Morris, who had assumed charge of the busi- 
ness, a palatial country place and a costly city home. 
Then Etheridge and his wife, whom he had finally 
persuaded to accompany him, left quietly for Tacoma 
and took a train to Minneapolis, where he was over- 
hauled. The house that had been built up in such 
spectacular fashion closed on Christmas eve. 

So, in a few brief years, Etheridge had run the social 
gamut. He had started .as a clergyman, been sentenced 
as a forger, had served his term and again worked to 
a position where his checks were accepted, had again 
been sentenced as a forger and had worked his way 
up by the aid of a woman who was not deterred by his 
prison record. 

Moreover, his success was undoubtedly due to hard 
and brilliant effort. It was not a run of luck or an 
unexpected turn of fortune. Even his critics admit 
that he revolutionized the bond business for his firm 
by the life he put into the business, the new methods 
he devised for attracting trade and the undoubted in- 
fluence he had over his patrons. 

He had “stood the gaff’ so well and boldly when his 
past record was discovered in Chicago and had so ap- 
parently redeemed himself that his employers and 
backers had the utmost faith in him. He had climbed 
to the pinnacle of business and socia] success in Port- 
land. 

Then, when a crisis arose in his business, causing a 
situation that he might have been able to overcome, 
with luck or tact, the nerve that had sustained him 
so long seemed to cellapse. 

“He couldn't stand prosperity.’ 

This is the trite and sarcastic remark, traditiona! in 
such situations, that is now current in the Stock Ex- 
change circles of Portland, where he was so well known 

For once, the saying seems to be correct. He had 
no need or incentive to commit any illegal act, his 
income would have satisfied the most exacting. his 
social and business position was all that could be de- 
sired.

Former town of Pecos, about 30 
miles from Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, is being slowly freed 
of its ruins by archaeologists 
and interesting discoveries 
are being made concerning 
habits of the people who 
greeted Coronado when their 
city was the metropolis of 
this continent :: f:

EW people who have traveled to 
California up the steep grade of 
Glorieta Pass, in New Mexico, have — 
dreamed that almost within sight 
of the train are the ruins of what 
was the largest city in America 
and old when Columbus discovered 
the fringes of the North American continent. 
That city was Pecos, inhabited by the strongest group 
of Pueblo Indians in the whole Southwest. This meant, 
in Columbus’ time, the largest number of human beings 
living in one place, for, throughout the rest of the 
northern continent, outside of Mexico, the ancient city 
of the Aztecs, the people were mostly hunters and 
fishermen, dwelling in small and widely scattered 
communities. 

Pecos, however, is now a ruin, and has been for a 
hundred years, lost to sight and practically unknown. 
But before that, it had-a long and eventful history, 
a little of which may be gleaned from the records of 
the old Spanish conquerors and colonists. Most data 
concerning it lies buried and hidden under the walls 
of its fallen houses and in the graves of its people. 

To recover this lost history, to piece together the 
bits of evidence to be derived from its ruins, and to 
study the life and arts of this now extinct tribe, is 
one of the tasks which the department of archaeologist 
of Phillips-Andover Academy has set for itself. 

Profs. A. W. Kidder and C. E. Guthe are in charge 
of the work. 

The ruins lie on the upper waters of the Pecos River, 
not quite 30 miles from Santa Fe, and directly on the 
route of the old Santa Fe Trail. They cover the 
flat summit of a low, steep-sided ridge of sandstone 
that runs like a thin tongue into the valley. 

In very early times, as long ago as the beginning of 


‘the Christian era, perhaps even before that, the peo- 


ple of this region learned how to cultivate corn. The 
eare of their crops forced them to give up their 
former nomadic life, and they settled down in small 
villages. Their dwellings were one or two room 
houses, placed, without thought for defense, along the 
banks of streams. It is evident that growing pros- 
perity of these little farming communities invited .at- 
tack by some savage tribe of the vicinity. Who the 
Marauders were we cannot even guess, for, being rov- 
ing bands of hunters, constantly on the move, they 
have Jeft no traces behind them; but the pressure of 
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Fifty years after Coronado’s ex

which had formerly been so profitable to 
them in commerce, became a source of peril, 


buffalo country, commenced a series of raids

their raids, the ever present menace of their stealthy 
night attacks on cornfield or isolated, farms, are 
clearly reflected in the gradual drawing together and 
strengthening of the pueblo towns. 

One of the first of the new defensive sites to be 
picked was the steep-sided Pecos mesa, and here, in the 
course of time, gathered all the inhabitants of the val- 
ley. There now began a new epoch in the history of 
Pecos. The tribe was strong, it was concentrated in 
a locality Well supplied with water and so easily de- 
fensible that the prowling enemy was no longer to be 
feared. Great houses were erected and the population 
increased by leaps and bounds. The Pecos, in their new- 
found prosperity, branched out into commerce; they 
occupied a strategic position in the principal pass to 
the Eastern plains, and so exercised a monopoly in 
the trading of buffalo hides from the plains to the West 
and of turquoise and Pacific coast shells to the east. 

After some centuries of this sort of life the first 
Spaniards came. Don Francisco Vasquez Coronado 
pushed his way north from Mexico and in 1541 an ad- 
vance patrol of his little army crossed the Rio Grande, 
climbed the steep ridges and came in sight of Pecos. 

The chronicler of the expedition says: “He came 
to Pecos, a very strong town, four stories high. The 
people came out with signs of joy to welcome him and 
brought him into the towns with drums and pipes, 
something like flutes, of which they have a great 
many. They made many presents of cloth and tur- 
quoise, of which there are quantities in that region.’ 

He further relates that Pecos ‘is a village of nearly 
2500 warriors, who are greatly feared throughout that 
country. It is square, situated on a rock, with a large 
court, or yard, in the middle, containing the estufas. 
The houses are all alike, four stories high. One can 
go over the top of the whole town, without there being 
a street to hinder. The houses do not have doors 
below, but they use ladders, which can be lifted up 
like a draw bridge, and so go up to the corridors 
which are on the inside of the town. The people boast 


forefathers and went to live with Jemez, a 
tribe further to the west, who were allied 
to them in language and culture. 


Such is the history of this once largest of 

American cities. This later history has been 

learned from the Spanish accounts, but it covers only 

the last three centuries of the pueblo’s existence. For 

at least 1000 years before that, and very possibly much 
longer, the rocky mesa swarmed with people. 

Their town was nothing more or less than one huge 
apartment house, in which each family owned its lit 
tle group of rooms. The rooms themselves were small, 
averaging six feet wide by 10 feet long: they had 
hard, packed clay floors and heavily beamed ceilings. 
In height, the building ran to three and four stories, 
the upper rooms being set back from those below 
them, and the general effect terraced. The inner apart- 
ments of the ground floors were, of course, cut off from 
all light, and were used only for storage, and even 
the outer and upper rooms\had no windows. 

In the courtyards were the estufas, or kivas, an ex- 
clusively Southwestern institution, round subterranean 
chambers 20 or 30 feet in diameter, whose roofs 
were flush with the surface of the ground. These 
rooms served the double purpose of clubhouses and 
lounging place for the men and as the scene of the 
more secret and mysterious religious rites. 

The chief reliance of these old people was upon their 
crops. They raised corn, beans and squashes. They 
were also expert hunters, as is proven by the vast 
numbers of bones of the deer, elk, antelope and buf- 
falo that are found in the rubbish heaps. The Pecos 
were expert potters, good weavers in cotton and made 
fine baskets. They had no knowledge of metals, so 
that their tools, before the coming of the Spaniards, 
were exclusively of wood, bone and stone. 

The houses were originally built solidly of stone 
or adobe. They are now wrecked. In some cases, 
four or five houses have been built over the ruins 
of another. 

There is always the hope, all the more keen be- 
cause seldom realized, of finding under the wreckage 
an open room whose roof has not fallen. So far we 
have run across two. The presence of one we began to

Cheerfulness prevails, even though times are hard and the day of “arrival” seems far away 


as ever, like hills in some of those Western 
vistas which Chumley loves so well, and to- 
ward which one may march all day in that 
crystal-clear atmosphere without seeming to 
be any nearer to the goal. 


Working as a waiter at night, so as to 
have the wherewithal for living expenses and 
tuition next day, is not exactly Chumley’s idea 
of a good time, but he feels thankful that the 
two different routines fitted together so well 
that he was able to get what esthetic training 
he did. 


But waiting on table has only been one of 
the jobs held by this American version of the 
needy art student who is such an interesting 
and quaint (and sometimes deceptive) fea- 
ture of the scene at Montmartre and other for- 
eign art centers. “I really like to work,” says 
Chumley, thereby arousing grave doubts as 
to his having what is usually understood as 
“the artistic temperament.” 


Chumley, who will be 36 years old this 
month, says that since he started to work, at 
the age of 9 years, he has been a wage earner 
in nearly 100 various lines. He has been a 
cowboy, he has driven a stage coach, he has 
worked in store, factory and mine. He has 
even submitted to that last outrage which the 
Fates hand to an artist, and stood in a store’s display 
window, daubing landscape scenes while you wait, and 
you don’t have to wait long, either. 

Even Chumley shudders when he recalls that ex- 
perience. They were oil paintings, and sold for $1 
each. One infers that constables were closing in upon 
the Chumley hearth when he undertook the job. He 
speaks unconcernedly of working as a nightwatchman 
and as a porter, but display-window painting rankles 
still. 

“You have to work fast, because that is part of the 
attraction to the art lovers out on the sidewalk,” said 
Chumley. “And to become expert enough so that they 
will feel they are getting a whole dollar’s worth you 
must confine yourself to just a few scenes, over and 
over again. You don't need to use any sketches, 
either.

again three different tines. Threatened with a break- 
down, he went West again and got a job as a “horse 
wrangler’ with the Swan Land and Cattle Co. (which 
a Westerner would call ‘the 2-bar outfit’) in Wy- 
oming. Some half-year later the couple moved to 
Kansas City, where Chumley worked at a hotel by day, 
and again went to art school in the evenings. 

In 1912 Mr. and Mrs. Chumley and their dog, “Pal,” 


siarted on a long wagon trip through the Southwest. 


It was a great success, as such a trip is bound to be 
for people who are willing to “rough it’’ now and 
then. Amid the peace of the hills, the mystery of 
desert sand and sagebrush, they found nature waiting 
to restore the health which had been lost during the 
struggle for existence and art education. e 

And besides the quickening of health, they passed 
through scerery and lived among people such as must 
be an inspiration to a man with artistic ambitions. 
One of the first places written down on their itinerary 
was Taos, N. M., which is a town of Pueblo Indians, 
#lso containing a rather famous colony of artists from 
different parts of the United States. 

During this trip and at other times the Chumleys 
acquired an extensive acquaintance with Indians of 
several tribes. Their verdict is favorable. Differ- 
entlyg@as the noble red men appear when seen from 
the observation platform of a limited train, and when 
seen after one has pitched camp in their midst, the 
Chumleys declare that the Pueblo Indians, at least, 
are a maligned people. 

“We camped in Indian communities for months,’” 
paid the artist, “and the only thing I ever missed was 
a ‘rope’ which I’d had a long time and thought a lot 
of. It may not have been stolen, but it vanished.” 
The word “rope’’ is the Westerner’s term for the “lari- 
at” of the novelists. 

Chumley brought back some spirited pencil sketches

Fifty-Four Kinds of Paper Money 


T is doubtful if many people know how many 
kinds of paper money are in circulation in the 
United States. According to the American’ Bank- 
er there are 54, distributed as follows: 

“Of ones, twos and one thousands there are five 
kinds; of fives, fifties and one hundreds, six kinds; of 
tens and twenties, seven kinds; of five hundreds, four 
kinds; of ten thousands, two, and of five thousands, 
one. 

“Naturally, this makes counterfeiting easier, and 
Treasury officials are discussing ways to reduce the 
variety. This should include printing all notes of the 
same denomination in the same color, with a distinct 
and different color for each denomination. No one 
then would have to scrutinize a bill to determine its 
value, and there would be no possibility of raising a 
note of low Genomination to a higher one.’

of Indians, as well as work in other mediums, made 
during this pilgrimage for health and pleasure. The 
trip was not without its exciting incidents, as when 
in attempting to cross the Rio Puerco in Arizona 
their team and wagon sank in the quicksand which 
abuts on one of the narrow fording places. 

Quick work enabled them to save the horses within 
an hour, but the wagon, with the wheels on one side 
almost swallowed by the sand, resisted all their efforts. 
The couple led their horses to the other side of the 
river, unloaded the wagon and carried their ‘pos- 
sessions through the water to the temporary camp 
which they established on the other bank, Then they 
tried to get help. 

It is a desert country, but Chumley explored it afoot 
in different directions. In between whiles they fired 
their rifle and shotgun, hoping to attract attention. 
On the afternoon of the third day he found a “cow 
camp,” but all the men were absent with the herd. 
He wrote a note, using the bullet end of a cartridge for 
a pencil, and nailed it to the table. 

The next evening they became aware of the rumble 
of hoofs, and presently a cowpuncher who might 
have leaped from one of Remington's pictures dashed 
into their camp, with a “greaser” assistant. The two 
men had helped other outfits which came to grief 
at the same ford, and it didn’t take them long to get 
the wagon out of-the sand and up on-the other bank. 
And when Chumley violated Western etiquette by 
offering to pay the men for their trouble, he “nearly 
got killed,” as he says. 

When the trip ended, Chumley and his wife lived for 
a while- in Colorado Springs, then in Denver, and 
finally, in 1913, returned to Chicago. For the next 
five years it was the old life again: working in the 
restaurant at night and going to school when he could 
afford it and was well enough, being about two years 


out of the five. This time he occasionally varied the 
monotony by working as a “super” in grand opera pro- 
ductions, and was a villager or a soldier or a brigand 
in about a dozen operas. 

Then came the war, and the chance for mechanics, 
skilled or otherwise, to get big wages in war indus- 
tries. Chumley, in 1918, went to the great ship-build- 
ing plant at Hog Island, near Philadelphia, and worked 
for some eight months, mostly as a tool grinder, after 
he had twice been seriously injured when helping to 
rivet beams. He does not dwell upon his experiences 
at Hog Island, which place he alludes to contemptu- 
ously as “the slackers’ paradise, with three men for 
every job.” 

After the armistice the couple took their savings 
and went to New York, still hoping that art could be 
induced to yield them a living. For several months 
they lived on the outskirts of Greenwich Village, and 
made the acquaintance of a good many in the colony 
of art workers there. as 

But again there was disappointment, and in Febru- 
ary, 1920, the couple came to St. Louis and entered 
the ranks of the wage earners again. This time, how- 
ever, thanks to the experience gained at Hog Island, 
Chumley got employment as a mechanic, first with a 
company which manufactures cloth-cutting machinery, 
and afterwards with an auto truck firm. Then came 
business depression, and he found himself out in the 
cold wond again. 

When a man is willing to do any kind of work, 
however, and looks forward to the time when he hopes 
to add something to the man-created beauty of the 
world, the wolf at the front door will not worry him 
very much, says Chumley. Waiting on table, or even 
dishwashing, for a living can be made to fit in with 
ambition to be an artist, if there is just enough courage 
behind the wish.

suspect sometime before we reached it, the picks and 
shove the workmen making a hollow sound as 
t cleared away the upper rocks.

In one corner was a stone-sided 
bin, half full of rotted corn, the fruit of a century-old 
harvest; beside it lay an oak digging stick. From a 
heap of corn husks, bark and other trash piled against 
the far wall, we took a whole collection of specimens. 

There’ was a rag of cloth, native cotton, woven on a 
hand loom; the heel of a yucca fiber sandal, a broken 
wooden rattle, part of a gourd shell vessel, a bit of 


tanned skin; sunk in the earth, its rim flush with 


the floor, was a large black jar, placed there as a re- 
ceptacle for cornmeal, some of which still adhered to 
its sides. 


The second room was more tidy under foot, and 
so less prolific in specimens, but its roof told many 
things.
